FROM  A BOSTON  PAPER. 

Died,  at  Westport,  on  the  7th  inst. 
Paul  Cuffee,  a very  respectable  man 
of  color,  in  the  59th  year  of  his  age. 

descendant  of  Africa,  he  overcame  by 
native  strength  of  mind,  and  firm  ad- 
.erence  to  principle,  the  prejudices  with 
which  her  descendants  arc  too  generally 
viewed.  Industrious,  temperate  and  pru- 
dent, his  means  of  acquiring  property, 
small  at  first,  were  gradually  increased  ; 
and  the  strict  integrity  of  his  conduct, 
ained  him  more  numcrotis  frieiuls,  to 
whom  he  never  gave  occasion  to  regret 
t.ic  confidence  they  had  placed  in  him. 
His  mercantile  pursuits  were  generally 
successful ; and  blessed  with  compe- 
tence, if  not  with  wealth,  the  enlarged 
benevolence  of  his  mind  was  ynanilested 
not  only  in  acts  of  charity  to  individuitis, 
md  the  promotion  of  objects  of  general 
utility,  but  more  particularly  in  the  deep 
interest  which  he  felt  for  the  welfare  of 
his  brethren  of  the  African  race.  He 


was  concerned  not  only  to  set  them  a good 
example  by  his  own  correct  conduct; 
to  admonish  and  counsel  them  against  the 
vices  and  habits  to  which  he  found  them 
most  prone — but  more  extensively  to 
promote  their  welfare,  and  at  considera- 
ble sacrifice  of  property,  he  three  times 
visited  the  colony  of  Sierra  I.eone,  and 
after  his  first  voyage  thither  went  to 
England,  where  ho  was  much  no'iced 
by  the  members  of  the  African  Institu- 
tion, who  conferred  with  him  on  die 
means  of  extending  tlie  benefit*  of  cifil- 
ization  to  the  peojile  of  Africa  ; and  some 
of  whom  have  since  expressed  their  sat- 
isfaction inj.is  pious  labors  in  the  colo- 
ny ; believing  them  to  have  been  produc- 
tive of  much  usefulness  to  that  settle- 
ment. 

Orave,  humble,  and  unasniming  in  his 
dejrortnient,  he  was  remarkable  for  great 
civility  and  sound  discretion.  Through 
several  months  of  severe  aflliction  he 
was  preserved  in  much  Christian  pati- 
ence, fortitude,  and  resignation;  feeling 
entire  confidence  in  that  firacc  which 
had  been  vouchsafed  to  him  in  life,  and  hy 
wliich  througli  faith  and  obedience,  he 
felt  a comfortable  hope  of  admittance  in- 
to peace  and  re  st.  He  has  left  a widow 
and  several  children  to  lament  the  loss  of 
an  affectionate  husband  and  parent. 

Many  of  his  neighbors  and  friends 
evinced  their  respect  for  his  memory  by 
attending  his  funeral  (which  was  con- 
ducted agreeably  to  the  usages  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends,  of  which  lie  was  a mem- 
ber ;)  and  at  which  several  testimonies 
were  borne  to  the  truth,  that  the  1- 
mighty  Parent  has  “made  of  one  blood 
all  the  nations  of  men,”  and  that  “ in 
every  nation  he  that  fearcih  him,  and 
worketh  I'ightcousness,  is  accepted  tviih 
him.” 

FROM  THE  Bos  ro.v  TATRIOT. 

We  are  particularlyrequcstteilby  Capt- 
Greig  of  the  brig  Amethyst,  lately  ar- 
rived at  tliis  port  from  Demarara,  to  re- 
port the  very  kind  and  hospitable  treat- 
ment be  experienced  at  sea  from  a Bue- 
nos Ayri.tn  priv.iteer  of  16  guns,  called 
the  General  San  Martin,Capt.  Jose  Giiil- 
Ic  rmo  Estifancs.  Tnis  privateer  boarded 
the  .Amethyst  on  the  24th  .Aug.  in  lat.  32, 
13,  Ion.  71,  30.  Captain  Grcig  and  his 
mate  had  both  been  sick,  and  had  not  per- 
fectly recovered.  -As  soon  as  Capt,  Esti- 
fanos  became  acquainted  with  this  cir- 
cumstance, he  not  only  sent  his  surgeon 
on  board,  but  also  a fresh  stork  of  various 
di  3rription.s,  which  was  attended  with  tlie 
most  salutary  and  beneficial  consequen- 
ces. “ I am  in  duty  hound,  (says  Capt. 
Greig)  to  report  this  conduct  with  grera- 
er  praise  than  my  abilities  can  command.” 

INTERESTING  TO  OUR  FISHERMEN 
By  the  Eiiterprize,  Capt.  Frazer,  arrix-^- 
cd  at  tl.is  port  yesterday,  in  II  days 
from  Haltfa.x,  we  learn  hy  a decision 
ofthe  Admiralty  Court  at  that  place  on 
I tlie  29th  .A.ugust  last,  that  the  twentf 
sail  of  American  fishing  vessels  carried 
into  Halifax  on  the  1 7th  June  by  his 
Majesty’sship  Dec, Capt. Chambers,  arc 
to  be  restored  to  the  claimants. 

THE  FISHERIES. 

FROM  A HALIFAX  PAPER  OF  SEPT.  6tH. 

DECREE  pronounced  by  the  Hon.  Mi- 
chael Wallace,  Judge  of  the  vice- 
admiralty court,  on  Friday,  the  29th 
ult.  in  the  case  of  American  fishing 
vessels,  seized  and  detained  by  his  ma- 
jesty’s ships  of  war,  in  the  harbors, 
and  on  the  coasts  of  Nova  Scotia. 

This  case  is  of  great  national  impor- 
tance. Under  that  impression,  it  has 
had  as  much  consideration  on  my  part 
as  my  humble  talents  arc  capable  of 
giving. 

I entirely  accede  to  the  principle  laid 
down  by  the  advocate  general,  that  the 
American  government,  when  it  com- 
menced hostilities  against  Great-Briuin, 
cut  the  cord  on  which  their  treaty  of 
1783,  with  our  government,  hung,  and 
thertby  dissolved  every  condition,  obli- 
gation and  privilege  it  contained.  But 
as  American  subjects  have  long  enjoyed 
under  that  treaty,  the  privilege  of  fish- 
ing on  our  coast ; and  there  being  no 
specificnotificationfrom  our  government 
tfiat  I know  of  since  the  treaty  of  Ghent 
Ghent  published  on  the  subject,  for  me 
to  have  recourse  to;  I cannot  adopt  so 
serious  a measure  as  the  condemnation  of 
the  property  of  individuals,  who  seem 
generally  ignorant  of  the  intentions  of  our 
govertimcnt  with  respect  to  the  prohibi- 
tion. Besides,  it  docs  not  appear  to  the 
court,  that  any  of  them  were  found  in 
the  act  of  catching  fish  or  trading  with 
the  inhabitants  in  any  of  our  bays  or  iiar- 
bours,  but  merely  seeking  shelter  from 
the  weather,  or  a little  fresh  water; 
which,  under  exi.sting  circumstances,  I 
cannot  view  in  the  light  of  an  infringe- 
ment of  our  rights. 

Independent  of  this  consideration, 
were  I inclined  to  enforce  the  principle 
of  national  law  against  the  claimants  in 
this  case,  I should  be  at  a less  what  pe- 
nalty to  pronounce  upon  the  aggressors. 

In  otlier  cases  in  which  foreigners  are 
seized  for  unlaxvful  ti-afiic,  there  are 
positive  acts  of  Parliament  inflicting  a 
forfeiture  of  the  property,  and  other  pe- 
nalties for  the  offence. 

Is  it  a matter  of  course  in  this  instance, 
that  these  vessels  aie  to  be  condemned 
and  forfeited  to  his  majesty  ? I cannot 
think  so. 

I have  no  law  to  guide  me  in  my 
judgment,  no  proclamation  or  orders  in 
council,  no  instructions  of  any  kind,  Itr 
which  1 cat)  measure  the  punishment  to 


be  iflicted  for  mis  iiifruigcincnt  ot  our 
colonial  rights. 

It  is  totally  a new  question,  and  one 
that  I coiiceive  to  be  involved  in  much 
doubt  and  difficulty,  in  conse(|Uence  of 
the  silence  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent  on 
this  very  important  subject. 

I am  not  ignorant  that  negotiations  have 
- been  carried  on  respecting  the  fishery  in 
question,  between  our  government  and 
that  of  America:  Those  negotiations 
■werebrokenoffin  January  last,  it  is  true; 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  they  have  been 
renewed,  and  are  still  pciKling. 

Under  which  circumstanccs,thereforc, 
I do  not  consider  myself  justified  in  con- 
demningthis  property  to  his  Majesty  ; but 
shall  decree  that  the  vessels  and  property 
belonging  to  them,  be  restored  to  the 
claimants,  on  paying  costs ; from  which 
decree,  if  the  scizers  arc  dissatisfied, 
they  are  at  liberty  to  appeal  to  a supe- 
rior court,  where  it  is  probable  the  sub- 
ject has  been  undertlie  discussionof  abler 
minds,  and  where  the  intentions  of  our 
government,  with  respet  to  it,  can  be 
fully  ascertained.

“ When  I last  wrote  you,  I entertain- 
«:1  the  most  sanguine  hopes  of  a speedy 
conquest  of  the  b'loridas  ; but  our  friends 
in  the  United  States  on  whose  promises 
we  relied,  have  most  grossly  deceived  us. 
M'e  had  used  all  our  resources,  and 
therefore  were  compelled  to  abandon  the 
place,  they  having  failed  to  furnish  us 
with  the  requisite  means  to  carry  on  the 
war  in  the  enemy’s  country.  The  Gen- 
eral embarked  on  Friday  last,  with  all  his 
tiuit,  on  board  the  Morgiana,  (cursed  be 
the  name  of  the  Morgiana)  for  s/ie  was 
to  have  brought  us  5530,000  and  1 50  men ; 
but,  when  she  arrived,  she  had  not  one 
cent  and  but  30  men.  The  General  then 
discovered  that  no  confidence  could  be 
jplaced  in  his  agents,  and  immediately  re- 
signed. This  course  will  certainly  be 
approved  by  every  honorable  man,  and  is 
an  infinitely  better  one  than  if  he  had  re- 
mained in  command,  and  kept  the  Island 
as  a rendezvous  for  firivatecrs.  Colonel 
Irwin  has  possession  of  the  Island  as  yet, 
and  says  he  will  keep  it — the  General 
has  granted  him  full  power  to  hold  it, 
and  if  practicable  to  conquer  the  whole 
cotmtry.  I doubt  whether  he  will  be  able 
to  do  so.  The  Patriots  had  a small  skir- 
mish with  the  cnetny  on  last  Wednesday 
morning,  and  defeated  them — the  loss  of 
• the  Patriots  was  two  killed  and  three 
wounded  ; that  of  the  Spaniards  could 
not  be  ascertained,  but  is  supposed  to  be 
great — it  is  reported  that  one  of  their  offi- 
cers, a Major  Dill,  was  killed.  The 
enemy,  it  is  said,  intend  attacking  tlie 
Patriots  again  very  shortly  ; if  they  do, 
the  Patriots  will  beat  them.  I am  sorrv 
to  say,  that  among  the  Patriots  there  is 
great  want  of  subordination  ; every  man 
fancies bimseif commander.  They  burnt 
thc'lioiisc  of  Mr.  Fernandez,  because  it 
was  suspected  he  harbored  the  Spaniards. 
This  was  done  without  the  order  or  ap- 
probation of  the  Colonel.  Every  hono- 
rable man  and  officer  has  left  the  Island, 
who  came  to  it  witii  the  General.  I have 
a'so  left,  and  shall  return  to  — — , whence 
I s ia;l  rejoin  the  General  in  some  part 
of  South  America. 

Tne  General  in  addition  to  the  rank 
Which  he  now  holds  in  the  Army  of  Gre- 
nada, lias  been  appointed  General  of 
Division  by  the  Congiess  of  Venezuela. 
The  brig  Enterprize,  of  Rhodc*Island, 
has  received  a commission,  under  the 
name  of  the  General  McGregor,  and  she 
is  now  commanded  by  Capt.  French ; 
she  was  formerly  the  Brutus  privateer.” 

“ \.  B.  Since  writing  the  above,  there 
has  been  a very  severe  cannonading  from 

o’clock  until  about  dark  ; at  appears  to 
he  between  the  Patriots  in  the  block- 
house and  the  enemy  on  the  hill— the  re- 
sult is  not  known.”

« There  is  no  one  left  at  -\melia- Island, 
but  fighting  charactei  s ; and  from  the 
firing  that  is  now  going,on,  we  think  the 
engagement  has  commenced.”

“ The  Spanish  force  on  the  south  end 
of  Amalia  consists  of  throe  small  gun 
vessels,  and  about  400  men — including 
Spaniards,  militia,  &c.  Tnere  has  been 
«Si/nie  skirmishing  without  much  loss. 
-\n  hermaphrodite  brig,  prize  to  the  Pa- 
triot privateer,  arrived  at  .Amelia  on  the 
1 Ith  inst.  with  a valuable  cargo  consisting 
of  Cocnineal,  Sec.  &c.  The  Patriot  brig 
Congress,  Com.  Aury,  with  a ship,  her 
prize,  is  in  tne  offing.  My  opinion  is 
that  the  Patriots  are  more  formidable  now 
than  at  any  former  period.  Fernandez’s 
house  was  burnt  on  the  lotli,  contrary  to 
the  express  orders  of  col.  Irwin.  M‘- 
C lure’s  houses  were  burnt  on  the  same 
day,  in  consequence  of  two  or  three  of 
the  Patriots  naving  been  surprized  and 
taken  prisoners  therein  on  the  night  of 
the  9tb.  (feu.  M'Grcgor  is  still  in  port 
on  board  the  bng  Gen.  M'Grcgor,  capt. 
French.  The  cannonading  heard  on  the 
13tn,  was  probably  a salute  from  the 
Congress  privateer.”

The  Secretary  of  State,  (John 
Qcincy  .Adams)  has  arrived  at  Washing 
ton,  with  his  family,  and  will  immediate- 
ly enter  on  the  duties  of  his  station. 

S.v.MUEL  W.  Dana  has  resigned  his 
seat  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
having  been  elected  President  of  the 
Branch  Bank  of  the  United  States  in 
Connecticut. 

The  Secretary  of  the  T reasury  re- 
turned to  the  city  on  Monday,  from  a 
short  visit,  with  his  family,  to  Virginia. 

The  Court  Martial  sitting  in  this  city 
for  the  trial  of  Col.  Wharton,  adjourned 
on  Friday.  Their  decision  is  not  known, 
and  cannot  be  until  ratified  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  tvhese  absence 
will  delay  its  publicity  for  some  days.

H.  M.  Buackenridge,  on  account 
of  necessary  absence  during  the  ensu- 
ing winter,  has  declined  being  consider- 
ed as  a candidate  to  represent  the  city 
of  Baltimore  in  the  Legislature  of  Mary- 
land. 

The  steam  boat  from  Norfolk,  brought 
to  Baltimore,  on  Tuesday  600,000  dol- 
lars in  specie,  for  the  United  States  Bank. 

The  officers  of  the  Branch  Bank  of 
the  United  States  at  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  arc  only  just  appointed.  Seth 
Wheaton  is  President  of  the  Bank,  and 
Nathan  Waterman,  Jun.  Cashier. 

The  “ Colonel  Irvin  of  New-A'ork,” 
mentioned  as  having  superceded  Gene- 
ral M'Grcgor  in  the  command  of  the  for- 
ces on  Amelia  Island,  is  in  fact  Colonel 
Irwin,  lately  of  Northumberland,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  a Member  of  the  last  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States.

It  has  long  been  regarded  of  the  first 
importance  to  the  interests  of  the  north- 
ern section  of  this  state,  that  the  inter- 
coui'se between  Lake  Champlain  and  the 
river  St.  Lawrence  and  Lake  Ont.ino, 
should  be  facilitated  by  good  roads.  The 
events  of  the  late  war  have  forcibly  de- 
monstrated the  necessity  of  a good  road 
from  this  place  westward,  in  carrying  on 
a frontier  war.  And  it  is  witn  much  plea- 
sure we  state  that  this  work  is  going  on, 
in  pursuance  of  orders  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  as  mentioned 
in  oiir  last  paper.

It  is  the  determination  of  the  offi- 
ces s engaged  in  this  service,  to  make  a 
permanent  road — one  that  snail  do  honor 
to  the  Regiment,  and  he  of  service  to  the 
country  ; and  as  far  as  they  have  already 
gone,  this  determination  lias  been  rigidiy 
adhered  to.

TO  HENRY  CLAY. 

Sir — The  affairs  of  the  South  Ameri- 
can continent  assume  every  day  a more 
serious  and  interesting  aspect.  The  most 
cold  hearted  observer  begins  to  perceive 
that  -,ve  have  something  depending  on  the 
issue  of  that  condict — we  ought  not,  we 
cannot,  beinditferenttothe  result.  I have 
committed  to  paper  some  thoughts  on 
the  subject,  and  dedicate  them  to  you  ; 
because  I think  the  subject  worlny  the 
contemplation  of  your  vigorous  and  com- 
prehensive mind  ; because  I believe  the 
manly  generosity  of  your  feelings  in  all 
cases  wnere  liberty  is  the  question,  has  al- 
ready induced  you  to  meditate  upon  it 
with  that  heartfelt  anxiety  which  it  ought 
universally  to  inspire  ; and  that  it  would 
even  lead  you  to  run  some  risk  and  to 
make  some  sacrifices  for  the  emancipa- 
tion of  millions  of  fellow-beings,  pressed 
to  the  earth  by  military,  commercial  and 
religious  tyranny.  Iii  short,  I tnink  it 
may  be  made  apparent,  even  to  those 
prudent  politicians  who  would  have  us 
'‘  live  and  move  and  have  our  being” 
only  for  ourselves,  that  as  a matter  of 
sheer  interest,  the  affairs  of  South  Ame- 
rica deserve  to  command  the  attention 
and  to  attract  the  solicitude  of  the  sound- 
est heads  and  the  best  hearts  of  the  na- 
tion. 

No.  I. 

What  course  should  the  United  States 

/lursue,  luith  regard  to  the  jiresent 

struggle  for  indeltendcnce  in  South  A- 

merica  ? 

The  time  has  arrived  when  this  ques- 
tion must  be  answered  ; when  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  nation  must  decide;  and 
therefore  it  is  proper  that  it  should  be 
previously  discussed,  and  as  far  as  possi- 
ble well  understood  in  all  its  bearings  ; 
for,  as  was  said  by  Rulus  King  last  winter, 
in  the  Senate  of  the  U.  Slates,  “ the  peo- 
ple of  South  America  arc  at  this  moment 
independent  and  free — or  rather  they 
must  now  inevitably  be  so  ; and  I trust  ii 
God,  their  total  emancipation  may  sooi 
be  accomplished  ; for  in  their  -freedom 
and  indefiesidence  the  permanent  and  bes 
interests  of  this  nation  are  materially  am' 
deeply  involved.” 

It  is  not  from  a mere  shallow  love  ol 
novelty,  that  the  attention  of  the  peop, 
of  Uiis  country  has  been  drawn  towards  t;.v 
aflait's  oi  South  America  ; but  it  is  owii. 
to  the  late  aw  ful  termination  of  the  con 
flicts  among  the  civ  ilized  nations  of  Ei 
rope,  and  the  nature  of  the  contest  in  il.< 
South,  which  have  alreai'y  awakeneu  ■ 
very  lively  interest  among  the  people  c 
free  America  in  the  affairs  of  those  ini,, 
bitanisof  this  continent,  who  are  makii 
every  possible  effort  to  become /rer.  1. 
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F.urope  we  bel  .oldthc  restoration  .of  the 
pope,  the  inquisition,  and  feuflal  Rf  scio- 
lism > taxation,  oppression  3nd  famine 
bearing  down  and  diminishin; ; the  num- 
bers of  the  human  race  ; an  the  pre- 
sence of  more  than  a million  i f bayonets, 
which  has  spread  univei-sal  t:rror  and  a 
mute  torpor  over  the  gene  al  face  of 
things. — In  these  ill-fated  re  ions,  pros- 
trated humanity  appears  to  * ‘ ’ 

of  the  last  poor  privilege  of  thi 
the  right  of  complaining. 

The  termination,  or  as  I 
sincerely  hope,  the  suspcr.sionj 
ropean  combat  in  the  cause 
exhibits  a scene  so  full  of  the 
ircssing  pictures,  is  altogether 
choly,  where  the  fraud  and  dmravity  of 
legitimacy  arc  so  strongly  rciresented, 
that  even  the  hardy  and  blushkss  advo- 
cates of  the  Pitt  system,  the  hired  tools 
and  hacks  of  aristocracy,  all  over  this 
cou7itry,  by  whatever  name  they  hjive  been 
called,  are  at  length  completely  dumb- 
founded and  silenced — not  a single  voice 
is  raised  in  juslification  or  apology  of  the 
present  slate  of  things  in  Europe ; not 
one  has  had  the  effronta’y  to  assert,  that 
the  very  worst  and  most  gloomy  days  of  the 
French  revolution  were  not  preferable  to 
the  present  state  of  thhgs  in  Europe. — 
Formerly  aristocrats,  nobles  and  priests 
fled  from  one  kingdom  to  another  for  re- 
fuge ; now,  the  middle  men,  tlie  cultiva- 
tors of  the  earth,  that  most  valuable  and 
stable  class  of  men,  are  torn  loose  by  the 
rude  arm  of  oppression,  from  their  coun- 
try ; and  regardless  of  those  strong  tics, 
which  bind  that  chiss  more  than  any  oth- 
er to  the  land  of  their  nativity,  emigrat- 
ing and  flying,  in  thousands,  for  repose 
and  safety  to  this  happy  land  of  freedom 
and  plenty. 

\Vhen  we  meditate  on  the  universal 
wretchedness  which  the  “ legitimates” 
have  spread  over  Europe,  and  on  the 
frightful  spectacle  which  it,  at  this  mo- 
ment, presents ; itb  perfectly  natura  that 
we  should  turn  and  contemplate  the,^tnrf- 
itig  struggles  in  South  America  with  the 
most  anxious  solicitude.  The  ptesent 
generation  have  lived  long  enough  o sec 
a full,  clear  and  ample  developmrit  of 
what  was  meant  by  the  cry  for  thc'-csto- 
ration  of /aw,  order  and  religion,  ad  by 
the  putting  down  of  United  Irismen, 
French  jacobins  and  American  emo- 
crats  ; how  the  legitimates, 

“ Tlioie  juggling  fiends  no  more  helived, 

“ That  palter  with  us  in  a double  sens  ; 

“ That  keep  the  word  of  promise  to  ov  ear, 

” And  break  it  to  our  hope,” 

have  contemned  every  thing  like  nercy 
or  good  faith,  towards  the  very  p;oplc 
who  supported  them:  How  sure k and 
uniformly,  dungeons  and  racks  havebeen 
erected,  and  taxation,  persecudo.  i and 
famine  have  ensued  as  consequences  of 
their  restoration  of  “ lasu,  order  utia  reli- 
gion How  firm  a hold,  discortent  and 
despair  have  taken  on  the  grea’  body  of 
the  people,  throughout  all  the  Fnropean 
nations;  how  the  golden  counurcial 
dreams  of  the  avaricious  Dutefi,  to  be 
realized  by  tiic  restoration  of  oratr,  have 
been  disappointed!  How  the 
English,  having  drained  the  cup 
ception  to  tne  very  dregs,  can  narqtheir 
loyalty  no  longer  flattered  or  decided, 
and  require  an  absolute posuer  of  it^pris- 
onment  /a auto  keep  tiiein  down! after 
tills  universal  restoration  of  lavj,  order 
and  religion.  And  how  likewise  the 
poor  Swiss  have  been  compelled,  ky  the 
late  blessed  restorations,  to  forego/ I/icir 
love  of  country,  and  to  fly  into  voliptary 
exile  by  thousands.  In  short,  the  pjedic- 
tions  of  the  friends  of  freedom  in  the 
year  1 794,  as  to  what  would  be  tlie  lonse- 
quenccs  of  the  success  of  the  coiibincd 
monarchs,  is  now  in  1817  recor  ed  as 
unequivocal  history,  in  every  resp  ct. 

With  all  these  impressive  Icsscis  full 
before  them,  will  the  people  of  tin  Unit- 
ed States  now  again  attempt  to  sit  quiet, 
neutral  and  totally  regardless  of  Events, 
while  the  combined  legitimates  ar^  beat- 
ing down  the  cause  of  liberty,  not  rs  for- 
merly, on  the  other  side  of  the  great  .At- 
lantic, but  just  across  the  Sabine  I Will 
they  or  can  they  stand  by  with  perfect  in- 
difl'erence,  mere  passive  spectators,  while 
tne  generous  flame  of  liberty  is  extin- 
guished, and  a despotism  of  the  most  o- 
tiious  and  gloomy  cast  is  established  im- 
mediately on  their  borders,  on  which  it 
saall  rear  its  head  in  the  terrible  triple  form 
of  a military,  commercial  and  religious 
tyranny  ? 

If  we  were  to  take  a part  in  the  present 
South  American  contest,  it  is  believed 
there  would  be  but  one  opinion  as  to  the 
side  on  which  we  should  arrange  our- 
selves. The  question  therefore  resolves 
itself  into  this ; ivould  the  United  States 
most  promote  the  cause  of  freedom  by  in- 
directly countenancing  the  Patriots,orby 
openly  recognising  and  aiding  the  provin- 
ces of  the  Southern  Continent  as  indepen- 
dent nations  ? 

Except  the  question  on  the  adoption  of 
the  declaration  of  the  4th  of  July  1776, 
tht  *i;  never  was  perhaps  a more  impor- 
tant and  interesting  one  presented  to  the 
people  of  this  country,  than  this,  relative 
to  the  South  American  Pariiots,  and  upon 
wnich  their  fate  mainly,  if  not  altogether 
depends.  For,  whatever  may  be  the  fit- 
ness of  tlie  South  Americans  for  the  rc- 
- cption  of  the  principles  of  liberty,  or 
-heir  ability  to  maintain  their  indepen 
:cnce  and  freedom  when  obtained  ; yet 
uch  are  the  numerous  and  greatly  dis 
ilvantagcous  circumstances  with  which 
ney  have  to  contend,  that  their  best  el- 
oris  may  be  rendered  abortive,  and  their 
itness  and  ability  for  republican  govern- 
ment may  never  be  ascertained  or  fairly 
ried  without  countenance  from  other  na- 
;ons,  and  aid  from  some  other  than  thcii 
wn  internal  resources.  There  are  no 
>eople  who  ought  to  feel  with  a strongci 
ympathy  or  to  understand  more  clcarl) 
ow  very  embarrasing,  in  such  a conflict 
re  the  circumstances  of  a colonial  peo 
ic,  whose  minos  have  been  best  instruct 
.,ar.dwhtse  hearts  are  most  stout  in  the 
-ai’sc  oflrccdom,  Fvr  our  recent  his- 


“ noble” 
of  de- 


tcry  will  inform  us  what  great  disadvan- 
tage a colony,  reared  according  to  tlic 
loosest  and  mist  negligent  policy, labours 
under  in  such  a struggle,  with  the  mother 
country,  and  how  often  it  will  be  defeat- 
ed for  the  Avant  of  those  means  and  re- 
sources, which  grow  out  of  independence, 
and  which  independence  alone  tvill  call 
forth  and  foster.  The  combination  and 
union  of  the  power  of  the  people  in  the 
cause  of  their  country,  the  development 
of  the  resources  of  their  country,  and  its 
preparation  for  defence  against  a foreign 
foe,  have  always  been  repressed,  counter- 
acted or  forbidden  by  the  colonial  policy 
of  every  nation,  and  by  none  with  more 
rigor,  than  the  mother  nations  of  South 
America.  AVe  obtained  men,  arms,  and 
ammunition  from  F' ranee ; and  the  jea- 
lousy feltby  all  the  other  continental  pow- 
ers of  Europe  towards  England  insured 
us  cither  countenance,  friendship  or  assis- 
tance fre-.n  them  a!1  ; yet  the  struggle  of 
the  .Anglo- .American  patriots,  was,  for  a 
season,  extremely  critical  and  doubtful. 
European  jealousies  and  sympathies  did 
then  certainly  contribute  largely  towards^ 
the  establishment  of  our  freedom  and  in-| 
dependence,  which  European  legitimacy| 
would  now  rejoice  to  sec  poisoned  and' 
p:-ostrated.  I 

It  is  not  from  any  of  the  trans-atlantic| 
nstions,  as  at  present  circumstanced,  that 
tic  real  patriots  of  the  South  can  expect 
to  obtain  countenance,  alliance  and  sup- 
port; for,  to  the  rulers  of  those  nations, 
every  effort  for  liberty,  however  fet  b e, 
is  terrifying — and  the  very  name  of  pat  i-. 
Otis  alike  detested  by  the  house  ofBour-' 
bon,  of  Braganza  and  of  Hanover,  and  no, 
less  so  by  the  illustrious  Ursa  Major  olj 
the  north.  The  patriots  of  the  Siiuth 
know  and  feel  this,  but  too  fuhy  and 
perfectly  ; all  their  hopes  of  foreign  aid 
are  therefore  centred  and  rested  on  us — 
they  copy  our  precepts,  imitate  our  ex- 
amples, and  look  towards  us  forsympat.iy 
and  succor  with  an  anxious  and  imploring- 
eye. 

Let  our  struggle  for  liberty,  with  all 
its  attendant  external  circumstances,  be 
fairly  and  disp.isiionateiy  compared  to 
that  of  the  Soutnern  Fatriots  ; and  then 
give  me  leave  to  ask,  is  it  rational,  is  it 
prudent,  is  it  liberal  or  maniy,  to  couiiti.  - 
nance  or  to  join  in  givin.;  currency  to  tne 
opinion  which  tne  mi.iions  of  legitimacy 
arc  already  too  successful  in  cir  ulatiirg, 
t;iat  the  people  of  South  .America  arc 
uttfit  for  freedom,  mcrciy  because  it  has 
appeared  to  us  that  some  of  tneir  efforts 
have  bcRi  ill  directed,  or  have  jirovcd  a- 
bortive  ? The  circumstances  and  the 
cause  of  the  people  of  .South  .America 
arc  calculated  to  awaken  all  tlie  best  feel- 
ings of  our  nature  ; they  arc  now  sirug-' 
gling,  as  our  immctliate  forelathers 
struggled,  for  libtrty  And  independence. 
They  arc  our  brethren  : siiali  we  then 
refuse  to  extend  to  them  the  right  hand

Scarce  a week  pass  -s,  but  the  Eas- 
tern prints  contain  some  new  falsehood 
respecting  the  Western  eouiitry,  to  deter 
their  population  ii'om  emigrating.  That 
the  conductois  of  those  prints  s lould 
feci  alarmed  at  the  many  indueements, 
wiiich  the  fertility  of  our  soil  affords  for 
emigration,  is  no  cause  of  wonder ; hut 
every  intelligent  reader  must  be  astonish- 1 
edat  the  profligacy  of  their  misrepresen-' 
tations.  In  a late  number  of"  The  Eas- 
tern Argus”  published  at  Portland,  in 
the  District  of  Maine,  there  is  an  article 
on  this  subject  wliich  betrays  either  a 
Shameful  ignorance  in  the  writer,  or  an 
utter  disregard  of  truth.  Among  other 
faischoods,  cciually  notorious  and  profli- 
gate, he  states,  mat  in  Ohio  wheat  will  not  j 
at  the  utmost  sell  for  more  tuan  33  cents 
per  buBiicI ; and  after  asserting  that  in 
Maine  it  would  readily  bring  125  cents, 
he  proceeds  to  make  a comparison,  wliicli. 
results  an  hundred-1  in  favor  of  his 
own,  cold,  mountainou^uid  barren  soil. 
He  allows  something  for  the  superior 
fertility  of  our  land,  but  counter  lalauces 
it  with  a thousand  ills,  which  were  never, 
felt  nor  dreamed  oi  here. 

-A  man  who  calls  himself  William 
Brown,  a citizen  of  Maine,  has  aiso  enter- 
ed the  lists  of  detraction,  to  induce  nis 
countrymen  to  preter  their  own  inhospi- 
table Climate,  to  the  mild  and  fertile  re- 
gions  of  tiic  west.  This  man  uas  publis  ;- 
ed  a history  of  an  excursion  which  iiti 
made  last  spring  in  the  back  paitsofj 
Pennsylvania,  which  he  insidiously  and 
falsely  denominates  tne  western  country.' 
Without  liaving  approached  within  twen- 
ty miles  of  the  western  borders  of  Penn- 
syivania,  he  talks  as  flippantly  of  thi-l 
western  country,  as  if  he  had  seen  every 
farm  in  it.  We  cannot  witn  propriciy 
rank  this  gentleman’s  travels  with  loose 
of  any  of  his  predecessors,  but  .Ash  and 
a few  others  of  the  same  stamp.  He 
says  that  our  first  rate  land  sells  lor  100| 
to  150  dollars  per  acre,  and  that  apersoif 
may  live  in  New  England  as  well  as  licj 
would  desire  to  do,  on  a sum  much  leas 
than  the  annual  interest  of  the  sum  neccs-| 
sary  to  purchase  a good  larm  here,  or 
even  bottom  land  that  would  make  a 
good  one.  Toisis  a small  sample  ol  thci 
veracity  of  this  famous  traveller.  His 
professed  object  is  to  discourage  emigra- 
tion, and  the  more  effectually  to  do  bis 
purpose,  he  has  insidiously  viiiified  a dis- 
trict of  country  which  he  never  saw,  by 
using  the  general  term  of  western  country 
in  recounting  his  travels  in  Pennsylvania. 


EXTRACT  OF  A LE'ITER DATED 

Buenos  Ayres,  19th  June,  1817. 

DEAR  SIR— Herewith  you  have  a copy 
of  a letter  dated  15th  May  at  Chili. 

General  San  Martin  arrived  on  the  1 1 th 
amidst  the  acclamations  of  thousands. 
I'riumphal  arches  of  green bougks,  were 
placed  across  the  road  for  nearly  a league 
— upwards  of  three  hundred  carriag  s 
oiued  the  throng.  The  whole  of  the 
■Jritish  and  the  Americans,  were  particu 
•arly  invited  by  the  Cabiido  to  go  out  to 


meet  him  ; also  to  attend  a ball  and  Sup- 
per the  following  evening  given  by  them 
in  the  mint,  a most  superb  building.  Up- 
uari’.s  of  700  cards  of  invitation  were 
issued  ; more  than  a thousand  pei-sons 
attended;  the  dance  was  kept  up  dil 
seven  the  following  moniing.  The  la- 
dies were  gay,  not  stylish,  nor  are  they 
elegant  in  the  dance  ; they  paint  their 
faces,  and  every  visible  part  of  their  body. 
They  are  not  handsome,  but  far  from 
being  otherwise. 

We  liad  advices  from  the  anny  in 
Conception,  loth  instant,  giving  an  ac- 
count of  an  action  witli  Sanehos,  who 
commands  at  TalcagM  iuna,  the  sea  port. 
It  appears  he  had  received  a reinforce- 
ment of  500  men  from  Lima,  which  aug- 
mented his  army  to  14  or  1500  men. 
Our  commander,  Hevas,  had  about  1700 
men,  ha\ing  been  joined  by  200,  part  of 
the  100  who  went  with  general  O'Hig- 
gins. They  made  a sortie  with  their 
whole  force,  having  information  of  O' Hig- 
gins’ advance.  The  result  was  a com- 
plete defeat  of  the  royalists,  with  the 
loss  of  168  men  and  three  pieces  of  can- 
non.

Americans,  and  who  has  ever  since  ex- 
hibited a lively  anxiety  for  tbeir  success. 

The  failure  of  the  enterprize  of  M'Grc- 
gor, for  the  liberation  of  Florida  from  the 
shackles  of  colonial  vassalage,  is  imputed 
by  his  partizans  to  the  had  faith  of  certain 
Americans,  upon  whom  he  had  relied  for 
supplies  of  men  and  money.  We  know 
not  whether  promises  of  this  nature  wcio 
held  out  to  him  by  any  Americans;  but 
this  tve  do  know,  that  if  the  genci-a.l  em- 
baCked  in  so  great  an  undertaking  without 
more  substantial  resourresthan  the  mere 
pixmiiscs  of  private  individuals,  the  fact 
demonstrates  his  utter  capacity  to  fill 
with  cflcct  the  part  of  a leader  to  estab- 
lish the  freedom  and  independence  of  any 
people.  That  he  should  have  ventured 
to  invade  Florida  with  a hundred  men, 
without  the  certainty  of  immediate  rein- 
forcements, in  the  expectation  of  pros- 
trating the  Spanish  government  there, 
and  establishing  and  maintaining  an  in- 
dependent one,  is  evidence  of  extreme 
weakness  of  mind.  We  have  cordially 
wished  him  success ; but  every  feeble, 
ill-digested  project  of  the  kind,  is  to  be 
regretted,  because  it  inevitable  results  in 
abortion,  and  shame  and  disgrace  to  the 
cause  of  the  patriots  are  the  injiiriois 
and  disastrous  consequences.  These 
imbecile  enterprizes  discourage  the 
friends  of  the  patriots  all  over  the  world  ; 
they  cast  a dark  shade  of  doubt  upon 
their  final  triumph,  and  confirm  the  fatal 
impression  that  it  would  be  useless  to  aid 
them.  The  patriots  should  adopt  and 
encourage  none  but  well  matured  plans, 
with  appropriate  means  to  accomplish 
them.

OF  THE  “ Kentucky  Society 
For  the  F.ncouragement  of  Domestic 
Alanufactures.” 

■A  stated  meeting  was  held  in  town  on 
Monday  last.  The  President  of  the  So- 
ciety, tne  Ciiairman  of  the  Corresponding 
Committee,  and  a number  of  the  mcin- 
hei-s,  appeared  in  home-manufactured 
vestures,  demonstrative,  by  their  cheap- 
ness and  elegance,  of  the  policy,  to  indi- 
viduals as  well  as  to  the  nation,  of  using 
and  f staring  the  fabrics  of  our  own  skill 
and  workmanship,  in  preference  to  be- 
coming the  debtors  of  foreign  countries 
for  the  very  clothes  which  we  wear.  The 
society  has  already  increased  to  sixty- 
five  members  ; and  if  these  should  exert 
tneir  influence,  and  adhere  to  the  use  of 
domestic  wearing  apparel,  much  good 
may  be  accomplished  in  a few  years. 
But  Considering  the  general  disposition 
which  prevails  among  the  professional, 
farming,  aiul  mechanical  interests,  prac- 
tically to  discard  the  exclusive  use  of 
foreign  fabrics,  we  have  no  doubt  that 
the  Society  wiii  rapidly  add  to  its  num- 
bei-s,  and  that  it  is  the  foviulation  of  an 
extensive  tliough  gradual  revolution  in 
the  habits  and  trade  of  our  state.  We 
arc  sorry  to  perceive  the  mercantile  in- 
terest generally  so  hostile  to  the  en- 
couragement of  domestic  manufactures. 
I'nc  country  will  always  require  as  many 
merchants  to  vend  and  trade  in  its  own 
manufactures,  as  if  it  v.i  re  to  purchase 
oniy  foreign  goods.  The  mercantile 
profit  on  the  former  will  always  be  more 
certain  than  on  the  latter.  Where  are 
there  more  merchants,  or  where  is  the 
interest  of  t.'iis  respectable  class  of  man- 
kind more  promoted,  than  in  England, 
the  greatest  manufacturing  country  in 
the  world  ? The  idea  is  fallacious,  and 
is  the  result  of  a want  of  forecast,  that 
the  merenantswid  be  essentially  injured 
by  the  general  use  of  home  manufac- 
tures. It  would,  therefore,  be  sound 
policy  and  patriotism  in  these  gentle- 
men to  countenance  and  promote  t.ie 
spirit,  which  would  cultivate  and  cherish 
our  internal  resources  for  the  comforts 
of  good  clothing,  and  render  us  as  inde- 
pendent of  Europe  fer  these,  as  wc  now 
are  for  the  means  of  subsistence. 

Mr.  Barry,  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose,  reported  a con- 
stitution for  the  government  of  the  So- 
ciety. After  discussion  and  amendment, 
it  was  unanimously  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Barry,  from  the  Corresponding 
Committee,  also  made  a neat  report  in 
support  of  the  objects  of  the  Society ; 
wliich  was  recommitted  to  the  same  com- 
mittee, for  revision  and  pubiicalion,  with 
instructions  to  prepare  an  address  to  the 
public,  soliciting  their  co-operation  in 
the  promotion  of  our  designs. 

Robf.rt  Wickliffe,  Esq.  was  re- 
elected President  of  tiie  .Society ; Gene- 
ral Bodlf.y  fii-st  Vice  President ; Cap 
tain  B.  Gaines  second  A'icc  President ; 
John  Norvei.l  Secretary;  Dr.  Joseph 
Buchanan  Vice-Secretary;  W.  Mac- 
bean  Treasurer;  and  Mr.  Barry,  Mr. 
Macbean,  Mr.  Cowan,  Dr.  Buch.anan, 
and  John  Norvell,  Corresponding 
Committee. 

The  Society  adjourned,  to  meet  again 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  next; 
when  it  is  hoped  that  every  member 
will  appear  in  a dress  of  domestic  manu- 
facture.

The  ar- 
ticles in  the  Enquirer  are  very  appro- 
priately addressed  to  Mr.  Ci.Av,  who  was 
the  fii-st  in  Congress,  officially  and  boldly, 


A communication  has  been  received, 
containing  a list  of  tsvclve  or  thirteen. 
members  of  one  family  and  its  branches, 
who  have,  without  any  peculiar  merit, 
contrived  to  obtain  offices  under  the  gen- 
eral government,  principally  in  Wash- 
ington, the  salaries  of  which  amount  to 
upwards  of  TAVENTY  THOUS.AND 
DOLL.ARS  ! The  ^greater  number  of 
these  persons  are  FEDER.ALISTS  ; and 
one  of  them,  of  that  party,  was  lately  provi- 
sionally appointed  by  Mr.  Rush,  and  con- 
firmed by  Mr.  Adams, aschief  clerk  in  the 
state  department  ; a most  important  and 
confidential  office,  the  incumbent  being 
no  less  than  a sort  of  under  Secretary  of 
State,  and  supplying  the  place  of  Secre- 
tary in  the  absence  of  that  officer.  AV’e 
do  not  publish  the  communication  in  de- 
tail, because  it  mentions  the  names  of  the 
family,  and  closes  with  some  remarks, 
which,  from  their  personality,  would  per- 
haps produce  no  good  effect.  It  is  suffi 
cientfor  us,  at  present,  to  have  stated  the 
facts  generally,  and  solemnly  to  protest, 
as  we  have  uniformly  always  in  other 
situations  protested,  in  the  name  of  the 
republican  party,  against  the  impolitic 
principle  of  appointing  federalists  to  res- 
ponsible offices  under  a republican  ad- 
ministration, and  particularly  against  the 
introduction  of  an  odious  system  of/ar'o- 
ritism,  in  conferring  upon  families,  as  it 
were,  places  and  patronage  without  end, 
and  without  any  talents  or  political  merit 
to  justify  it.  When  we  see  great  offi- 
cers of  state,  who  pretend,  while  they 
are  themselves  seeking  the  support  of  our 
party,  to  be  flaming  rcpuhiicans,  giving 
appointments  to  federalists,  the  ene- 
mies of  the  republican  party,  we  arc 
almost  ready  to  conclude  that  the  po- 
litical virtue  or  sincerity  of  men  ii' 
office,  is  but  a visionary  shadosv.  AVo 
hope,  however,  that  a few  of  them  are  hon- 
est.  Amidst  this  dereliction  of  princi- 
ple by  the  incumbents  of  distinguished 
stations,  it  becomes  the  great  body  of 
sound  republicans  to  remain  stedfast  iu 
tneir  tenets,  and  to  compel,  in  a voice  firm 
and  inflexible,  if  they  cannot  otherwise 
obtain,  a practical  adherence,  on  the  part 
of  those  wiiom  they  elect  to  high  offices, 
to  the  prolessions  which  they  have  made 
while  seeking  their  own  elevation. 

A STRANGE  HISTORIAN. 

Our  rcadei-s  will  remember,  that  as 
soon  as  the  “ Life  of  General  Jackson” 
reached  this  country,  wc  published  an  ex- 
tract from  it,  to  show  that  justice  had 
been  done  by  the  historian  to  the  Ken- 
tuckians engaged,  on  the  8th  of  January, 
1815,  in  jtlie  battle  with  the  Briiisii, 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mississidpi. 
The  independent  and  manly  ground,  taken 
on  the  subject,  by  Mr.  E-vroN,  the  prin- 
cipal autiior  oftiic  History,  has,  we  pre- 
sume, given  ofl'ence  to  General  Jackson. 
.At  all  events,  Mr.  Eaton  has  thought 
himself  called  upon  to  write  a letter  to 
the  Editors  of  the  Reporter,  in  which  he 
is  not  content  with  declaring  that  Gen. 
Jackson  never  did,  in  his  presence,  give 
an  account  of  the  conduct  of  the  Ken 
tucky  troops, ‘‘different  fromthat  which 
has  appeared  in  his  official  report;  ” a 
declaration  which  might  have  been  cor- 
rect enough  ; but  he  has,  by  strong  impli- 
cation, avowed  the  fallacy  of  his  ownliis- 
torical  account  of  the  affair,  and  juslifica 
it  by  alleging"  that  the  historians  of  every 
country  have  constantly  endeavored  to 
portray  as  little  as  possible  the  eriorsand 
defects  ot  their  countrymen  ; nor  was  it 
believed  that  a less  license  sliouid  be  claim- 
ed here,  especially  when  plausible  reasons 
on  which  to  rest  their  defence,  were  pre- 
sent.” Now,  really,  we  had  supposed  that 
tne“  Life  ol  General  Jackson”  was  an  ac- 
curate statement  of  facts,  without  favour 
or  affection — “ nothing  extenuated,  nor 
aught  set  down  in  maiice.”  AVe  still 
consider  the  work  ably  written  ; but  the 
extraordinary  letter  of  Mr.  Eaton  tends 
materially  to  sap  our  faith  in  its  cre- 
dibility. If,  ill  one  page,  bis  object 

i was,  instead  of  a stern  narration  of  facts, 
to  “excuse  on  fair  grounds  the  foibles” 
of  the  Kciituckiai.s,  he  may  have  exerted, 
in  another,  his  ability  to  " excuse  the 
i foibles”  of  his  friend  General  Jackson, 
and  many  other  Iriends.  The  attempt 
Ol  Mr.  Eaton,  to  cstabitsn  the  propriety  of 


liis  o^vn  course,  at  the  expense  of  the  re- 
putation for  veracity  of  the  “ historians 
of  every  country,”  cannot,  even  if  liis  as- 
sertion 1)6  true,  justify  himself.  No  con- 
sideration can  excuse  historical  unfaith- 
fulness; and,  with  due  deference  to  Mr. 
Katon’s  superior  kno\vlcd;^e,  we  wotild 
fain  licpe,  for  the  sake  of  truth  and  of 
mankind,  that  he  has  calumniated  Taci- 
tus, Robertson,  Ramsay,  and  the  other 
great  historians,  to  whom  the  world  has 
hitherto  looked  up,  as  to  fountains  whence 
they  could  draw  the  purest  and  truest  les- 
sons of  experience  and  wisdom. 


GAZKTTE  SUMMARY. 

Democracy  and  toleration  have  again 
triumphed  in  Connecticut.  The  Hart- 
ford federal  paper,  the  Mirror,  thus  be- 
wails the  result  of  the  September  elections 
in  that  state  : — “ It  falls  to  our  lot  this  day 
to  record  the  success  of  the  democratic 
party  in  this  state.  A majority  of  40  or 
50  hi  the  house,  and  between  1000  and 
2000  votes  for  their  council  ticket,  attest 
their  triumph  !”  Upon  this  satisfactory 
issue,  an  eastern  print  remarks,  that  the 
progress  of  republicanism  and  toleration 
in  the  instance  of  Connecticut  “ must  be 
particularly  gratifying  to  the  friends  of 
political  and  religious  freedom.  'I'he 
harmony  of  social  life  had  been  in  some 
measure  impaired  by  the  intolerance  of 
the  dominant  party.  The  current  of 
public  opinion  is  now  flowing  in  a differ- 
ent channel;  and  that  intelligent  state 
will  soon  be  in  perfect  accordance  with 
her  sisters  of  the  Union.”  In  Vermont 
too  the  fall  contest  has  eventuated  in  the 
re-election  of  governor  Galusha,  and  the 
other  republican  candidates,  by  increased 
auajoritie  s. 

A letter  from  the  Secretary  of  .State 
to  Col.  R.  M.  JoH.Nsox,  and  others  from 
Mr.  ISagot  and  the  governor  of  Canada, 
furtiish  reason  to  believe  that  “ few,  if 
any,  of  our  citizens,  who  wei'e  captives 
in  ine  late  war,  yet  remain  with  the  In- 
dians.” 

The  premiums  lor  the  Brighton 
shu-M  arc  annouced  in  the  Massachusetts 
papers,  w^iiicii  are  to  be  aw  arded  on  the 
14ih  and  15th  October.  'I’hey  consist  of 
18  for  the  best  specimens  of  stock,  of 
from  5 to  100  dollars — making  an  ag- 
gregate of  830  dollars;  two  of  40  and 
one  ot  30  dollars  for  agricultural  experi- 
ments ; one  ot  75,  one  of  30,  and  three  of 
2o  dollars  for  inventions  in  agriculture ; 
and  one  of  50,  one  ol  30,  and  four  of  20 
dollars,  to  be  awarded  for  the  best  speci- 
im  ns  of  domestic  manufactures.  A 
ploughing  match  is  to  take  place  at  the 
same  time;  and  premiums  of  35  dc  irs 
and  20  dollars  will  be  given  to  the  two 
teams  wuich  perform  best. 

The  Treasurer  cf  Connecticut  has 
lately  received  ten  thousand  dollars,  of 
the  claim  of  that  state  against  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States.  Fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  were  received  last  spring. 
On  the  13th  inst.  the  cii'cuit  court  of  the 
United  States  in  New-York,  judge  Liv- 
ingston, pronounced  the  awful  sentence 
of  DEATH  on  FRF.DERICK  JACOB- 
SON, late  master  of  the  ship  Aristides, 
convicted  of  sinking  his  ship  at  sea,  for 
the  purpose  of  defrauding  the  under- 
writers. The  day  for  his  execution  we 
understand  is  the  6th  of  Marcli  next. 
Capt.  J.  it  is  said,  received  tne  sentence 
with  composure,  and  requested  asa  favor 
of  the  court,  “ that  he  might  not  be  con- 
fined in  irons,  that  he  might  be  executed 
in  the  dress  he  then  wore,  and  that  his 
body  might  not  be  given  for  dissection.” 

A Natchitoches  letter  writer  suggests 
to  the  government  the  propriety  of  tak- 
ing possession  of  the  territory  between 
the  Sabine  and  the  Rio  Cirande,  in  order 
to  settle  at  once  our  right  to  that  territo- 
ry, and  to  prevent  the  Spaniards  from  in- 
stigating the  Indians  to  molest  the  ,\me- 
rican  settlers  bordering  on  it.  But  the 
National  Intelligencer  replies,  that  such 
an  occupation  of  that  country  would  be 
a violation  of  our  faith,  pledged  to  Spain, 
to  adjust  the  conflicting  claims  of  the 
two  nations  by  negotiation.  It  is  hinted, 
too,  tliat  a negotiation  may  be  pending, 
which  may  issue  in  a relinquishment  of 
our  right  to  territory  in  Texas,  for  East 
Florida,  and  remuneration  for  Spanish 
s ooliationonourcommcrce.  The  pope’s 
b ill,  published  some  lime  ago,  prohibit- 
ing the  circulation  of  the  Bible,  is  now 
suted  to  have  been  incorrectly  translated, 
having  only  interdicted  the  circulation  of 
such  versions  that  Holy  Book  as  are 
not  ajxfiroved  by  the  Afiostolic  See  ! We 
suspect  that  his  holiness  might  as  well 
have  gotie  theiohole,  as  they  say  in  con- 
gress, and  not  permitted  the  Catholics 
to  read  the  Bible  at  all,  in  the  “ Diifgar 
tongue.” 

In  answer  to  an  article  which  is  going 
the  rounds  oft.nc  newspapers,  “ that  there 
is  now  standing  in  the  state  of  Rhode 
Island,  suitable  timber  suflicient  to  build 
upwards  of  2000  line  of  battle  ships,”  a 
Bolton  writer  thinks  it  would  be  difficult 
to  find  a stick  of  timber,  in  the  whole 
slate,  that  would  answer  for  one  of  the 
keel-pieces  of  a seventy-four. 

Earl  Tai.bot  is  appointed  lord-lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland. 

The  Sea  .Serpent  has  returned  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Cape  Ann  ; but  it  is 
not  probable  that  he  will  bo  taken,  enter- 
prizing  as  arc  the  Marblehead  fishermen. 

An  expedition  of  6,000  troops  from 
Spain,  is  said  to  have  arrived  at  Laguira 
the  latter  part  of  July.  English  papers 
to  .\ugust  I t,  contain  repeated  notices 
of  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
manufacturing  districts,  from  the  great 
increase  of  employment.  A paper  has 
been  published,  probably  a forgery,  pur- 
porting to  be  a protest  of  the  Empress 
Maria  Louisa  against  the  occupation  ol 
the  French  throne  by  the  Bourbons,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Congress  of  \’ienna.  A 
large  fleet  of  transports,  convoyed  bv 
two  frigates,  were  to  sail  from  Lisbon 
the  28th  July,  for  the  Brazils,  to  carry 
out  4 ,000  troops.  The  capture  of  several 


Portuguese  Tndiamen,  l>y  a privateer  fit- 
ted out  at  Baltimore,  occasioned  gieat 
sensation  at  Lisbon.
